STILL SERIOUS PROBLEM 


.Sto cks declined yesterday, as did barley, co rn 
and co tto n, o n eth e slo ck m arket and g rain ex- 
.changes. 
In so me cases the dro p w as quite 
co nsiderable. T h is is particularly true o f sto cks 
h aving to do w ith the m anufacture o f alco ho l. 
W e have called atten tio n to the fact th a t the 
prices o f sto cks have go ne beyo nd reaso n, and 
th at they w ere bo und to go do w n. 
It w as gen ­ 
erally Iielieved th at the speculative era in the 
I'n ite d States w as o ve r; that lesso ns had been 
taug ht, but in so m e sectio ns o f the co untry, 
durin g the past w’eeks, agencies o f sto ck bro k­ 
ers w ere cro w ded, and, in so m e cases peo ple 
w ere w aiting in line, as yo u w o uld see them at 
a theater o r a circus. 
T hey w ere w aitin g in 
line to take a chance o n m aking o r lo sing th eir 
mo ney. 
T he risin g m arket enco uraged the m o re tim ­ 
o ro us and pro bably tho usands in the co untry 
w ere w iped o ut 
ag ain , 
w ho 
had 
put 
sm all 
am o unts o f m o ney o n m argins. 
W ell, this is a 
case w here sym pathy wo uld be entirely w asted. 
It alm o st m akes o ne feel th at the hundreds 
o f tho usands o f m en w ho have lo st in the m a r­ 
ket, and no w have no thing no chance, and m ust 
w o rk, are really in better co nditio n than th e 
o nes w ho have to go th ro ug h experience befo re 
they can learn. 
W e kno w o f investm ents th at 
have never failed to pay their reg ular jiercent- 
a g t rig h t straig h t th ro ug h the depressio n, and 
w hich are assured as well as an yth in g hum anly 
can be, up to seven p er cent, and can be p ur­ 
chased at prices to yield that. B ut peo ple are 
so an xio us no t fo r a fa ir inco m e but fo r .several 
lim es w hat co uld be co nsidered legitim ate, and 
thereby m ultiplying the value o f their capital, 
th at m o ney w hich sho uld be used fo r legitim ate 
investm ent is no t available. It m akes o ne p a rt 
o f o ur serio us pro blem in re turn in g pro sjierity. 
H o w ever, we believe we are to o far alo ng o n 
the upturn fo r th is sto ck flurry to have serio us 
effect.

so ns that kill the pests. 
As a usual thing we do no t get 
eno ugh o f theae po iso ns o n the 
fruit to do serio us harm to the 
children who eat It unwashed. But 
1 have kno wn children to be very 
111 after eating currants that had 
been sprayed. 
The o nly way to 
safeguard them against this sick­ 
ness is to teach them abo ut the 
sprays. 
I.iet them see the bugs if 
po ssible.
